WASHINGTON (AP) — Creation of a joint congressional 
committee to oversee the Central Intelligence Agency is 
among the 30 recommendations made by the Rockefeller 
Commission to prevent future wrongdoing by the agency, 
according to authoritative sources. 
In addition to a congressional panel modeled after the 
Joint Atomic Energy Committee, the commission headed 
by Vice President Nelson A. Rockefeller calls for the 
establishment of a separate oversight organization within 
the executive branch, the informed sources said. 
President Ford told a nationally broadcast news con­ 
ference Monday night that the commission report on CIA 
domestic activities would be made public today but that 
evidence dealing with alleged assassination plots against 
foreign leaders would be kept secret. 
Evidence on assassination will be turned over to the Jus­ 
tice Department for possible prosecution and to both the 
Senate and House intelligence committees. Ford said. 
“ There’s not going to be any possibility of a cover-up." the 
President added. 
Allegations about assassination plots date back to the 
Eisenhower and Kennedy administrations, according to one 
White House official. 
Ford said that “ under no circumstances do I want to sit 
in 1975 passing judgments made by honorable people 15 or 
more years ago under unusual circumstances. I think it is 
better to let history tell the story” of the alleged plots. 
The alleged plots have been said to include plans to kill 
Cuban Premier Fidel Castro and Rafael Trujillo of the 
Dominican Republic.

Sen. Frank Church, chairman of the Senate intelligence 
committee, said after the news conference that “ it is ob­ 
vious that the Senate committee will have to deal with the 
assassination issue." 


Church said today the committee will make “ full 
disclosure" of CIA involvement in assassination plots but 
that he can’t say yet when or how. 


“ We do have hard evidence of CIA complicity in murder 
plots and murder attempts.” Church said on NBC-TV’s 
“ Today Show." The Idaho Democrat added, “ I ’m confident 
that a full disclosure will be made in a way that relays the 
facts but avoids the injury we all want to avoid. " 


Robert A. Maheu, a former aide to billionaire Howard 
Hughes, appeared before the Senate panel Monday but he 
invoked the Fifth Amendment. A committee spokesman in­ 
dicated the panel has tentatively decided to grant Maheu 
immunity in return for testimony on alleged links between 
the CIA and the Mafia in efforts to kill Castro. 


Meanwhile. Democrats on the House intelligence commit­ 
tee were promised a separate subcommittee to investigate 
the CIA in return for abandoning their demands that Rep. 
Lucien N. Nedzi, D-Mich., step down as chairman of the 
full committee. A majority of the committee's Democrats 
called for Nedzi's resignation last week after a published 
report that he had been informed of alleged CIA assassina­ 
tion plots and other wrongdoing more than a year ago but 
had not called for a congressional investigation.

Kan., was the driver of the truck that 
apparently caused the bridge to collapse. 
Benton County Sheriff Robert Breshears 
asked for more divers from Lee’s Summit 
Tuesday morning to aid in the search for 
other possible victims. Only two divers 
were used Monday. 
Breshears said Monday that he was 
informed that a man traveling from 
Buffalo to Kansas City early Monday 
morning might have used the bridge. 
A spokesman for the Dallas County 
sheriff’s office in Buffalo said Tuesday that 


a Kansas City man had been visiting in 
Buffalo and left for Kansas City Sunday 
night. However, he said that his office has 
not been able to contact the man’s family

Prosecuting Attorney Gary Fleming filed 
the reduced charge Tuesday morning after 
he and Circuit Judge Frank Meyer were 
informed late Monday afternoon that 
Pierce was willing to plead guilty to the 
reduced charge.

Rent for eld erly is increased 


The Sedalia Housing Authority Monday 
night voted to raise rents for elderly 
residents at the Casaloma Apartments, 
24th and Engineer. The project is filled to 
its 50 person capacity at present, according 
to the Rev. Marvin Albright, Housing 
Authority director1. 
The cost of a one-bedroom apartment 
now renting for $22 a month will be 
increased to $27. Monthly rent on a $27, 
two-bedroom apartment will be increased 
to $32. The new rates will become effective 
Oct. 1’ if approved by the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development. 
Mr. Albright said Tuesday that HUD had 
not required the rate hike. He said the

Strip mining 
is upheld by 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The House to­ 
day failed to override President Ford's 
veto of a bill that would have imposed 
national environmental and reclamation 
controls on strip mining of coal. 


The vote was 278 to 143, or four short 
of the two-thirds margin needed to over­ 
ride the veto. Voting largely followed 
party lines, with Republicans support­ 
ing the veto. 
It was the third consecutive veto 
Congress has sustained this year and 
was viewed as a major defeat for the 
Democratic leadership. 
President Ford vetoed the bill May 20 
claiming it would cause higher utility 
bills for consumers, result in heavy un­ 
employment in the coal fields and make 
the nation more reliant on oil imports. 
Backers denied these claims, but 
were unable to muster enough votes to 
challenge-the veto. 
The vote was a setback foj, environ­ 
mentalists, who have tried for more 
than four years to get Congress to im­ 
pose environmental curbs on strip min­ 
ing, which accounts for about half of all 
the coal mined in the United States. 
Despite an increased majority in the 
House from the November 1974 elec­ 
tions, Democrats also failed to override 
two other recent Ford vetoes — the veto

of the farm bill last month and of a $5.3 
billion jobs bill last week. 
Foid claimed the bill would reduce 
coal production by as much as 162 
million tons and could result in up to 
36,000 job losses. 


Those figures have been the subject of 
congressional debate. Sponsors of the 
bill have claimed they are manufac­ 
tured statistics, or at best, exaggerated 
predictions of the bill’s impact. 
But administration officials have 
stood by the figures, both in a hearing 
before a House panel last week and on 
Monday, when Zarb told reporters he 
would not back off the predictions. 


Rep. Morris K. Udall, D-Ariz., the 
b ill’s floor manager, claims these 
figures are misleading and have eroded 
congressional support, especially 
among what he terms “ progressive 
Republicans." 


When the bill passed the House and 
went to the Whitp House last month, the 
vote was 293 to 115 — or 21 more than a 
two-thirds margin. Of those voting yes 
were 77 Republicans. 


Many of those same Republicans, 
possibly more than half of the 77, have 
reportedly decided to switch their votes 
and support the veto.

hit the water,” said one officer. “ The 
weight of that load must of just tore it 
apart.” 


The sheriff said Moore was the only man 
in the cab. 


During the pre-dawn hours Monday, 
Highway Patrolmen, pobce and sheriff’s 
deputies searched the river for additional 
vehicles. Divers were called in and were 
able to find the truck shortly after dawn. 


The 55-foot-long trailer was found resting 
on the top of the cab, which had been 
forced into the river bottom.

The old bridge was to be replac*ed by a 
new one nearby, but that has been delayed 
by a dispute between the Missouri Highway 
Department and the contractor. 


Area residents had asked that the old 
bridge be retained for pedestrians. 
Estimates are that the one-lane bridge 
accommodated up to 2,(KK) cars a day. Stop 
bghts are located at each end and drivers 
were urged to space their cars as they 
drove across the 6(X>-foot span. 
Moore is survived by his wife and three 
young sons and a daughter. The family 
moved to Lawrence from Hartville, a small 
town in the south Missouri Ozarks, about 
two years ago He worked as a mechanic 
until he started driving the truck.

Prostitution 
arrest brings 
plea of guilty 


Charles “ Chuck” Brown, 61, 417 East St. 
Louis, pleaded guilty to a charge of 
operating a house of prostitution Tuesday 
morning in Municipal Court He was fined 
$250. 
Brown was arrested by pobce at his 
home about 11p.m. Monday 
Also arrested was Cheryl Palmer, 21,320 
Elast St. Louis, on a charge of sobciting for 
prostitution. The case against her was 
continued Tuesday morning until June 20 
She was also arrested at Brown’s home 
This is the second prostitution charge 
against Miss Palmer that is pending in 
Municipal Court She was arrested May 31 
at 320 East St. Louis after a pobce officer 
watched her allegedly sobcit a man on the 
street. That case also was set for J une 20. 
Pobce Chief Wilbam Miller said Tuesday 
that two off-duty pobce officers were in the 
area of Brown’s home when one (rf the 
officers walked by in front of the house. 
Miss Palmer then aUegedly grabbed the 
officer by the arm, sobcited him for 
prostitution and lead him into the house. 
The other officer then made the arrest. 
Asked why the officers happened to be in 
the North Side area. Miller said he did not 
know. 
Brown was found innocent of murder by 
a Livingston County jury on Feb. 12 in 
connection with the Jan. 22,1974, shooting 
of Richard Boggs, 108 East Cooper. He had 
earber been convicted of second-degree 
muixler by a Pettis County jury on May 23, 
1974, but a new trial had been granted and 
he was transferred on a change of venue. 
According to pobce records. Brown had 
been arrested in Sedaba only once before 
on prostitution-related charges. The arrest 
was in 1967 on a charge of operating a 
bawdy house. Brown forfeited $100 on the 
charge when he failed to appear in court.

When a woman suffers from 
an x iety or depression an d 
fin ds n o cure in medicin e she 
may turn to zar, the orig in of 
which is in Ethiopia where the 
word mean s spirit. Could it be 
that she is possessed? 
On ly on e person can an swer 
her question an d help her — 
the kodia. 
The kodia is a woman be­ 
lieved to be possessed but 
who, after a n umber of zars, 
has won the power to "com­ 
mun icate with evil spirits,” 
kn ow their deman ds an d pre­ 
scribe the “cure” accordin g ­ 
ly - 
“The belief in spirits, wide­ 
ly held amon g the less educat­ 
ed, g oes bey on d their mere 
ex isten ce,” said Cherifa Nihal 
Mazloum, an Eg y ptian who 
has researched the subject of 
zars ex ten sively .

The meat is 
cooked, all eat an d the bon es 
are buried Bracelets, a piece 
of material or whatever else is 
offered by the “possessed” 
g oes to the kodia.

WASHINGTON - Richard Nix on had 
$33.35 left ov er, according to a confidential 
au dit, from the $1(X),000 that Cong ress 
g ranted 
him to cov er 
his transition 
ex penses. He manag ed to stay within the 
allotment, howev er, only becau se the 
g ov ernment g enerou sly didn’t charg e him 
for the big ex penses. 


For instance, the tax pay ers were stu ck 
with $265,580 in salaries for 54 federal 
employ es who continu ed to work at the San 
(Tlemente compou nd. Among those whose 
salaries weren’t charg ed to Nix on, as we 
prev iou sly rep orted, were his personal 
bu tler, maid, three chau ffeu rs and a 
medical corpsman. 


In addition, eig ht Nav y mess stewards 
work ed at San Oemente du ring Nix on's 
adju stment to civ ilian statu s. The General 
Accou nting Office, which condu cted the 
confidential au dit, offered this ju stifica­ 
tion: “They 
were 
u sed 
p rimarily 
to 
dismantle the k itchen eq u ip men , ” which 
had been installed for Nix on while he was 
President. 
Nix on also shou ld hav e paid rent for his 
office space at an annu al rate of $7 7 ,47 0. 
Bu t u nder the law, the General Serv ices 
Administration cou ld waiv e the rent. He 
was g ranted su ch a waiv er last Au g u st. 
Of cou rse. Cong ress nev er ex pected the 
Nix ons to pay the annu al $622,000 cost of 
their Secret Serv ice p rotection ou t of the 
transition bu dg et. The GOA also decided 
that the g ov ernment commu nications staff 
assig ned to Nix on shou ldn’t be cou nted as a 
transition ex pense. 


Here’s how Nix on sp ent the transition 
money : 


He shelled'ou t $14,466.46 for office 
fu rnishing s which, the GOA su g g ested 
happily , "can be recov ered when they are 
no long er needed.’’ Not cou nted were fiv e 
color TV sets, which .the White Hou se 
Commu nications Ag ency declared su rplu s 
and left to Nix on. 


An astonishing $52,815.9 5 was spent 
for stationery . This bou g ht “ov er 460,000 
sheets, 260,000 env elopes and 20,000 each 
of three k inds of ack nowledg ement cards 
with env elopes. ” Apparently , Nix on was 
stock ing u p for the fu tu re, since most of 


the stationery is still u nu sed 
Another 
$12,000 went for postag e 


Nix on spent $7 5, according to the 
au dit, to chang e his safe combinations He 
also\ paid 
$8 % 
for 
pictu re-mou nting 
su pplies. These miscellaneou s ex penses 
were listed, cu riou sly , as p art of a $9,430.37 
ex p enditu re for "record p reserv ation and 
copy ing work ” 


Another $6,505.30 went to pay for 
news serv ice telety pes, telep hone serv ice 
and connection charg es. Nix on wasn’t 
billed, howev er, for the three cou rier 
flig hts that brou g ht him secu rity briefing s, 
althou g h "some passeng ers and some of 
Nix on’s personal belong ing s were also on 
these flig hts ." 


And $4,7 48.57 was paid ou t in 
"p ersonal serv ice cost." This categ ory 
inclu ded detailed employ es from v ariou s 
ag encies and three people who were hired 
to assist them. 


A sep arate, confidential rep ort, p rep ared 
for 
Hou se 
Gov ernment 
Op erations 
Chairman Jack Brook s, D-Tex ., discloses 
that it cost the tax pay ers $118,07 6.93 to 
"deactiv ate" the Nix on compou nd at Key 
Biscay ne, Fla. 


This didn’t inclu de $1,7 80 sp ent to 
improv e Nix on’s heating sy stem, $7 38.95 
for wiring improv ements, $1,520 for sod 
and $2,000 to prev ent beach erosion. Nix on 
was also beq u eathed, cou rtesy of the 
tax pay ers, storm shu tters worth $1,081.20, 
a $390.18 priv acy screen and a $119.7 5 Sears 
washing machine. 


An additional $124,041.36 was sp ent for 
the "disposal by demoliton" of a secu rity 
bu ilding that Nix on no long er wanted on 
his Florida property . 


As 
p art 
of 
the 
deactiv ation, 
the 
g ov ernment spent $10,800 to remov e 
bu lletproof g lass and replace it with p late 
g lass windows. $6,604.57 to remov e a 
screening hedg e and $15,950 to restore the 
walls arou nd the compou nd 


From all the Nix on p rop erty , the g ov ­ 
ernment now has 
in 
its 
warehou ses 
$128,7 08 worth of bu lletproof g lass, a 
$65,7 7 0 secu rity fence, a $314 seawall 
ladder, a $125.95 boat trailer and assorted 
iterhs 
of 
fu rnitu re 
ru nning 
into the 
thou sands. 


Some items hav e been transferred to 
other ag encies. The Air Force claimed two 
Nix on beds worth $269.80, two carts v alu ed 
at $3,030 and a fiv e-g allon bottle stop p er 
listed at $3 .05.

Nix on’s famou s $621.50 icemak er, which 
produ ced sq u are cu bes

A conservative view 
Senate usurps New Hampshire’s respo nsibility

WASHINGTON — The Constitu tion say s, 
plain as day , that “no State, withou t its 
consent, shall be depriv ed of its eq u al 
su ffrag e 
in 
the 
Senate. ” 
Bu t 
New 
Hanq )shire, whose ratification long ag o 
brou g ht the Constitu tion itself into being , 
is being denied what the Constitu tion 
g u arantees it. 


Since the 9 4th Con­ 
g ress conv ened in Jan­ 
u ary , New 
Hampshire 
has 
had 
one senator 
p only The Granite State 
has been the v ictim of 
the Senate’s delay 
If 
the 
contested 
seat 
shou ld now be awarded 
to Democrat John Du r­ 
k in, the entire Cong ress 
will su ffer from the Senate’s shame. 


This discreditable situ ation dates from 


KiliMtrick 


last Nov ember, when Democrat Du rk in 
and Rep u blican Lou is Wy man finished in a 
v irtu al dead heat. Wy man was at first 
declared the winner. On a recou nt, Du rk in 
ap p eared to hav e won by 10 v otes. Then the 
New Hamp shire Ballot Commission, the 
state’s hig hest au thority , certified Wy man 
by a two-v ote marg in. 


Du rk in p rotested.Wy man’s certificate of 
election, as he had ev ery rig ht to do. The 
Constitu tion say s that each Hou se of 
Cong ress “shall be the ju dg e of the 
elections, retu rns and q u alifications of its 
own members." Bu t it nev er was dreamed 
that the Senate wou ld u su rp the rig hts of 
the people themselv es. 


That is what is happening in the Wy man- 
Du rk in contest. The p eoople of New 
Hampshire hav e been forg otten altog ether. 
The Senate Ru les Committee has plodded 
throu g h 46 meeting s, lasting 200 hou rs, in a 
tediou s effort to ex amine and to ru le u pon 


more than 900 indiv idu al ballots. Now the 
committee has sou g ht the "sense of the 
Senate’’ on 36 q u estions it was u nable to 
decide for itself. 


This is a sham. The entire Senate cannot 
possibly pass intellig ently on the contested 
ballots. The dang er — and it is a g rav e 
dang er to the Senate itself — is that the 
u nresolv ed q u estions will be resolv ed by 
p arty -line v otes. The Democrats now hav e 
61 seats, the Repu blicans 38 . 6y g iv ing the 
seat to Democrat Du rk in, the Democrats 
wou ld g ain still g reater adv antag e in 
committee memberships. 


Su ch an adv antag e wou ld be p u rchased 
at a fearfu l p rice. Rep eated pu blic opinion 
su rv ey s hav e demonstrated how little 
confidence the people hav e in Cong ress — 
and in pu blic bodies g enerally . The 
widespread feeling is that politicians, as a 
class, are a trick y bu nch, ev er ready to pu ll 
a sly one. The Hou se of Rep resentativ es 


did nothing to dispel that wretched imag e 
when it recently v oted itself a $10 million 
back door raise in perq u isites and staff. 


In the case at hand, the Senate Ru les 
Committee already has left an impression 
of bias. The committee sp ent almost fou r 
months in a rev iew of Du rk in’s ev idence. 
Not u ntil April 25 did it g et to Wy man’s 
ev idence. His ev ery su bstantiv e req u est 
was rejected. 


On May 6, the committee sent fou r staff 
members to Nashu a to inq u ire into certain 
alleg ed irreg u larities. A transcrip t of the 
staff hearing discloses blatant p artisanship . 
Majority staffer James H. Du ffy flatly 
refu sed to let minority members p u rsu e 
relev ant lines of inq u iry . The hearing 
resu lted in no more than a p erfu nctory look 
at the matters in controv ersy . 


Some of the contested ev idence deals 
with Manchester v oting machines that

were ou t of whack . Thirty -sev en ballots 
ap p ear to be missing from Dov er and Troy 
In Nashu a, at least two absentee ballots 
may hav e been illeg ally cast. Retu rns from 
10 other cities are in dou bt. Under these 
confu sing circu mstances, the Senate cou ld 
not conscientiou sly award*the seat to either 
candidate. 


The fair thing to do is simply to send the 
issu e back to New Hamp shire. This shou ld 
hav e been done months ag o, when the 
mag nitu de of the irreg u larities became 
ev ident. The p eople themselv es, in a new 
election, cou ld mak e their own choice. It is 
scarcely conceiv able that a second election 
wou ld wind u p lik e the first. One or the 
other su rely wou ld emerg e a clear winner, 
free of taint or dou bt, with a v alid title to a 
p lace on the Senate’s roll. This is the 
cou rse of wisdom. The alternativ e is a 
cou rse of folly .

Corleone

commission had inv estig ated the close ties 
between the Mafia and the CIA. 


"We hav e heard some witnesses who 
hav e testified that the Mafia and the CIA 
work ed 
closely 
tog ether 
on 
sev eral 
p rojects. Bu t it is ou r opinion that this was 
on a lower lev el and none of the Mafia 
chieftains had ev er approv ed of any activ ity 
inv olv ing 
the CIA. We 
wou ld 
nev er 
condone ou r soldiers traffick ing with spies 
and the cou nterintellig ence p eop le” 


A newspaperman wanted to k now if the 
Mafia was aware of any assassination 
attemp ts inv olv ing CIA p ersonnel.

"We work with politicians, the police, 
informers and.

Bu t y ou will nev er hav e a 
strong oig anized crime force in this 
cou ntry u nless y ou can u se ev ery weapon at 
y ou r disp osal." 


The nex t q u estion Don Corleone was

"I c*an say u neq u iv ocally that where we 
enlisted the CIA in ou r activ ities nothing 
was p romised in ex chang e 
Ou r feeling 
has alway s been that the CIA offered its 
help ou t of p atriotism for the cou ntry , and 
it wou ld hav e been a mistak e to reward 
them by letting them in on any of ou r 
rack ets.” 


Don Corleone held u p the rep ort to the 
newsp ap ermen and said, “I think y ou are 
g oing to be su rprised and pleased by the 
comprehensiv e natu re of the material that 
is in here. We left no stone u ntu rned to find 
ou t if org anized crime fig u res in this 
cou ntry went bey ond their mandate. We 
called 51 witnesses inclu ding the bosses of 
ev ery major city in this cou ntry and, while 
a few of them admitted to minor traffic 
v iolations, we cou ld not find one bit of 
ev idence impUcating any of them in 
g ambling , dru g s or white slav ery .” 


"Will the information on the Mafia’s 
connection with assassinations be made 
p u blic?” the Godfather was ask ed. 


"It wou ld be a mistak e to release this 
information as it is confidential and not in 
the cou ntry ’s interest. If the President 
decides the people shou ld k now, he has it 
in his power to declassify the rep ort. Bu t 
g reat harm cou ld be done to org anized 
crime if its relation with the CIA was 
leak ed at this time.” 


The final q u estion ask ed was, “Don 
Corleone. do y ou think there is any conflict 
of interest in the fact that y ou r commission 
was made u p of people who hav e been 
inv olv ed with org anized crime for y ears?” 


"On the contrary , we’re the only ones 
capable of u nderstanding it. We leaned 
ov er back ward to g et at the tru th and when 
y ou read the rep ort y ou will be amazed at 
what a g reat job we did. This is not to say 
we hav en’t recommended any reforms. For 
one thing we hav e strong ly u rg ed that, if 
the CIA contacts any of ou r p eople in the 
fu tu re, the Godfathers mu st be informed of 
it immediately .”

at present. It is ex pected to be

Meanwhile the best y ou and 
other 
people 
with 
similar 
problems can do is use the 
WBE treatment av ailable. And, 
I would strongly support y our 
doctor in recommending this 
treatment. 
You should also take all the 
important precautions y ou can 
against ex posing y our daughter 
to 
bee 
stings. 
That 
means 
keeping 
flowers and shrubs 
down from around the house. 
Also, hav e her wear white or 
light 
colored 
clothing. 
She 
should av oid using scents, such 
as perfume and co smetics that 
tend to attract bees. 
You 
should 
talk to y our 
doctor about the adv isability of 
hav ing a readily av ailable sting 
kit. Reactio ns are so metimes 
swift and sev ere. Be prepared 
‘for a sev ere reaction ahead of 
time. If she gets stung, scrape 
the stinger out, do n’t pull it and 
squeeze more v enom into her.

To 
prevent this I no lo nger wash the sifter between each use but 
find it difficult to shake o ut every grain o f flo ur. 1 then had a 
flo ured sto rage shelf until 1 started putting the sifter in a 
large plastic bag after each use. No mo re rust and no mo re 
flo ured shelf. - MRS. J.E.E. 
DEAR READERS — Mo st o f o ur mo thers and 
grandmo thers co nsidered a scrap bag a taken-fo r-granted 
item in the ho me. Little girls never failed to find fabrics to 
make do ll clo thes in the scrap hag. Often the gro wnups 
depended o n it fo r the necessary materials fo r quilt-makiiis. 
With the advent

If a ready-made garment has to he altered o r 
even just have the hem turned up a bit, save any small scraps 
that may he cut (df. 
Tho se who do no t have o ne sho uld start a scrap bag right 
away. Ho pefully, mo st o f the co ntents will never be needed 
fo r such testing hut just o ne small piece 
fabric used o n a 
chair o r fo r making a dress o n which a stain o r sp<rt appears 
will make it all wo rthwhile. — POLLY.

Corporate spendi ng pl ans l ow

NE!W YORK (AP) - There is 
very little evidence in corpo­ 
rate spending plans to suggest 
that business expects a sharp 
recovery from the recession. 
Not only is actual spending 
down, but so are plans for fu­ 
ture 
spending 
Plants 
and 
equipment aren’t being added 
or improved at a rate that 
would indicate optimism The 
signs instead still read caution. 
In fact, the producer’s view 
on spending appears to be very 
much like that of the typical 
consumer 
beware of big ex­ 
penditures. watch your pennies, 
pay off your debts and. in gen­ 
eral. get your house in order 
The latest quarterly survey of 
spending by the Commerce De­ 
partment 
indicates 
business 


w ill pay $114.2 billion for plant 
and equipment in 1975, which 
means an increase of 1.6 per 
cent over 1974. 
An increase of that size real­ 
ly amounts to a decrease, be­ 
cause of an inflation-induc-ed 
variance in the buying power of 
the dollar. 
Further confirmation of the 
cautious mood comes from cut­ 
backs in plans for future spend­ 
ing. A Conferenc*e Board study 
of manufacturers’ first-quarter 
plans 
for 
future 
spending 
showed a cut of 9.4 per cent 
from the previous quarter. 
Moreover, studies show also 
that money previously appro­ 
priated is often left unspent, in­ 
dicating cancellation 
of ex­ 
pansion or modernization plans 
because of a poor economic cli­ 
mate 


The significance of the statis­ 
tics can’t be underestimated 
because they seem to say this: 
While the index of leading in­ 
dicators suggests a recovery is 
almost certainly on the way, it 
isn't likely to be a sharp one. 
Any time you have con­ 
sumers and producers both 
holding back, waiting for the 
green light, you have a lead­ 
ership void, a 
situation 
in 
which everyone is waiting for 
the next guy to make the move. 
It is this disinclination to get 
away from the stârting blocks 
that represents the biggest eco­ 
nomic challenge to the Ford ad­ 
ministration. It isn’t a new situ­ 
ation; it has happened many 
times in the past, leading inevi­ 
tably to political exhortations to 
“ get 
this 
country 
moving 
again.’’ 


Words, however, aren’t likely 
to work in the current situation, 
because there is considerable 
evidence to indicate that the 
various s^ments of the econo­ 
my are sick of words, don’t be­ 
lieve them and won't act on 
them. 
Until the future comes into 
better focus, both produc*ers 
and consumers seem to be say­ 
ing, we’ll stand pat. 
The reasons why the future 
remains blurred are many — 
the lack of an energy program, 
the realization that unemploy­ 
ment seems to be a long-term 
rather than short-term prob­ 
lem, 
the 
unc*ertainty 
about 
pric’es. 
How do you get someone to 
make a move? Ah that’s the 
question, the answer to which 
solves the problems of us all

There are 1,727 telephone 
companies in the United States 
serving 92 per cent of all homes, 
and, while the cost of Living has 
increased by 55 per c'ent since 
1960, the cost of telephone 
service has increased only 24 
per c*ent. Young stated. 
The Federal Communications 
Commission recently provided 
for specialized common carrier 
telephone service for major 
firms in larger cities, which is 
viewed 
with 
concern 
by 
telephone people, according to 
Young. This specialized service 
w ill 
be 
provided 
by 
new 
companies, and not by existing 
telephone companies. The new 
firms could skim off much of 
the 
revenue 
generated 
by 
services 
now

‘existing companies and, as a 
result, it may be necessary for 
Southwestern Bell, and other 
companies in the business, to re­ 
examine pricing policies and to 
seek approval for new and 
considerably higher rates for its 
services.

“ I didn’t see how he could try 
it,” John Spolski, a spokesman 
for the sheriff’s department, 
said of Moore’s second rescue 
bid. “ I tried to go up the stairs 
and couldn’t make it past three 
or four steps because of the 
smoke.” 
Authorities also cited the res­ 
cue efforts of Elvis Webster, a 
prisoner who rushed back into 
the building after being rescued 
himself and helped drag out 
three of his comrades. 
“ I couldn’t believe it.” said a 
deputy. 
‘He grabbed an air 
pack from a fireman, ran up 
the stairs and pull^ three men 
out. He was great.” 


Harriett said the fire broke 
out in a mattress in a hospital 
cell and may have been started 
by a prisoner. He said it spread 
to a stack of other mattresses 
in an adjoining room and then 
to some paper and books in a 
nearby classroom cell. 


W it h in moments, dense 
clouds of smoke filled the build­ 
ing, and from the outside in­ 
mates could clearly be heard 
banging on their cells and 
shouting for help. 


Firemen were hampered by 
the limited access to the second 
floor — one narrow stairway 
and one elevator. It was more 
than an hour before all the in­ 
mates were brought out.

The inmates demanded pain- 
killing drugs and Bannerman 
said they were given demerol

Missouri River 


marks all-time 


high run-off 


OMAHA, Neb. (AP) - An 
Army Corps of Engineers offi­ 
cial says the runoff above the 
Missouri River main stem res­ 
ervoirs during May was the 
greatest runoff of the century. 
Brig. Gen. P. T. Boerger, 
Missouri River division engi­ 
neer, says the runoff exceeded 
the

nearly 20 per cent. It resulted, 
he says, from the melt of ex­ 
tremely heavy low level moun­ 
tain snow on upper reaches of 
the river and heavy rains over 
eastern Montana and the west­ 
ern Dakotas in late April and 
May. * 
Higher than normal flows 
into the river are expected over 
the next two months, Boeiger 
says, because of above normal 
amounts of high level mountain 
snow cover still reported near 
the upper Missouri. 
The Corps will release above 
normal amounts of water from 
reservoirs through the remain­ 
der of 1975, Boerger says, in or­ 
der to lower reservoirs to nor­ 
mal storage levels before the 
1976 flood season. 
Boerger says the Corps may 
reduce the release of water if 
conditions on the lower Mis­ 
souri River appear to be lead­ 
ing toward flooding.
